Signs which go up too high in 
Mill Valley m ust com e down 
Aug. 4. It is the ordinance. 
These signs are called rooftop 
signs, which m eans they are a t­ 
tached to a building but protrude 
above the roofline. 
Some of the 15 non-conforming 
signs are actually on roofs — 
those of El M arin Florist-G ifts 
and W ards in Lytton Square and 
that of F ab er’s R estaurant at 
382 M iller Avenue. 
O thers are on the facade of 
the building and reach up into 
the sky, such as that at Sequoia 
Automotive at 332 M iller Ave­ 
nue. Its bright foot-high, red 
“ Sequ” is above the roof, the 
“ oia” below. 
V arney’s 
H ardw are 
sign 
— 
part wood, part m etal, part neon 
—is n o n - c o n f o r m i n g at 57 
Throckm orton 
A v e n u e with 
about two feet of sign extending 
above roofline. 


SIGNS IN LIMBO 
There are seven service sta ­ 
tion signs which are in limbo. 
They m ay or m ay not have non- 
conform ing status. Some are on 
tops of canopies, som e com e up 
through roofs and are free-stand­ 
ing but, under the new ordi­ 
nance, they m ust be three feet 
from any structure. 
The seven 
borderline cases 
will 
be 
investigated 
by 
City 
Planning 
D irector 
H arvey 
E. 
Bragdon and Building Inspector 
Loren K. Rohde, lf they a re 
free-standing, they will be per­ 
m itted to continue indefinitely. 
If rooftop, they are to be abated. 
Then there is the sign which 
is on a dubious rooftop — the 
neat, white sign. “ Riley’s,” at 
Riley’s Children’s Shop, 357 Mil­ 
ler Avenue. 
It is difficult to 
figure out because it is either on 
what could be term ed “ an un­ 
usual w all” or on a roof. Be­ 
cause of steepness of slope, says 
Bragdon, 
it could 
be treated 
either way. 


LEGAL WHIRLER 
And there is the sign in town 
which is believed to be a "roof- 
topper” but which is legal for 
three and one-half years. This is 
the Small W’orld Travel revolv­ 
ing globe at 25 E ast Blithedale 
Avenue. 
It w as m ade non-conforming 
by a city council action in 1965 
prohibiting rotating signs. How­ 
ever, the perm it was issued in 
erro r and so it is legal to Jan. 4, 
1970. Then it m ust stop rotating. 
Sm all 
W’orld, 
says 
Bragdon, 
contends its sign is not a rooftop 
sign because it is attached to 
dorm ers. "I contend it is a roof 
sign,” said the director. 


T here are about 60 signs in the 
city which are also non-conform ­ 
ing but which have been approv­ 
ed by council to rem ain indefin­ 
itely until m ajor changes in the 
building or sign. 
The recently adopted sign or­ 
dinance also governs signs in 
windows. But, said Bragdon, Si 
Weil’s revolving w ater wheel in 
his Redhill Liquor Store window 
conform s. 
For t h o s e 15 businessm en 
whose signs are non-conforming 
and who m ust rem ove their signs 
after Aug. 4—and for the pros­ 
pective sign m akers — here are 
new sign ground rules: 


A sign must be proportional 
to the business’s street front­ 
age. 


A sign may p r o j e c t six 
inches 
over 
public 
right-of- 
way. 
However, 
if 
made 
of 
wood, it can project 42 inches 
over right-of-way and may be 
six square feet on either side. 


A 
sign 
must 
not 
be 
too 
bright, cannot vibrate, have 
movement, nor blink.

Slayer Again Sentenced To Die 


SAN JOSE (UPI)— Robert A. Anderson was sen- 
tenced to die yesterday for the second time in three 
years. 
The 36-year-old San Jose cab-dnver previously 
had been sentenced to death for the 1962 knife slay­ 
ing of his 10-year-old stepdaughter, 
Victoria Hammond. 
He was on San Quentin’s Death 
Row when his conviction was revers­ 
ed by the state Supreme Court. 
He was tried again last month 
and found guilty for the second time 
of first degree murder. 
The jury 
found him sane and voted the death 
penalty. 
Superior Court Judge John T. 
Rancanelli passed judgment yesterday and ordered 
Anderson back to Death Row'. 


Objector Faces Punishment 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 19-year-old Navy 
enlisted man faces three years at hard labor, a bad 
conduct discharge, forfeiture of all pay and reduction 
to the service’s lowest rank for disobedient acts as 
a conscientious objector.

A 14-year-old Los Ranchitos 
girl has assumed the responsi­ 
bility of foster parenthood of 
two orphaned infants — A two- 
week-old sparrow hawk and a 
three-week-old finch. 
Sandy Robb of 30 Glenside 
Way had the birds in cardboard 
boxes Tuesday afternoon when 
her mother picked her up at 
Louise A. Boyd Natural Sci­ 
ence Museum. Sandy has work­ 
ed there Tuesdays and Satur­ 
days as a volunteer since June. 


“ I hope you know what you 
are going,” Mrs. Robb said 
gamely. Already at home 
were a cat and four nine- 
week-old kittens. They have 
been banished to a basement 
room until the birds are ma­ 
ture enough to be released or 
made part of the museum’s 
exhibit. 


Mrs. Clara Evans, director of 
the museum, started the “ fos­ 
ter parent” program for this 
year in May to help the many 
orphaned animals taken to the 
museum. Sandy, a freshman at 
Terra Linda High School, is one 
of eight “ foster parents,” all 
experienced with animals. 
Some prefer birds, 
some 


Six baby deer have been among 
animals helped by the program. 
Most animals need care for 
only a few weeks before they 
are strong enough to be releas­ 
ed. Infant birds, unfortunately, 
have a high mortality rate. 
“ I 
didn’t think the hawk 
would make it yesterday, but 
he’s full of life today,” Sandy 
said as it scampered across a 
bridge table. 
The finch (which may be a 
sparrow) is beginning to hop 
around, chirping loudly while 
sitting on Sandy’s finger. The 
hawk is beginning to lose his 
down, and can clumsily extend 
his wings to their full span of 
about seven inches. 


Sandy’s job at the museum 
includes cutting fish for the 
seals, so she is happy to 
switch to strained baby food 
for a change. The carnivorous 
hawk gets beef liver diluted 
with water once an hour. The 
finch gets seed and water 
every 20 minutes, beginning 
at about 6:20 a.m. 


with an eye dropper. “ They're 
both very sloppy eaters.” 
Sandy keeps the birds in card­ 
board boxes on top of her dress­ 
er. Lined with aluminum foil, 
paper shreds and cotton, each 
box is warmed by a 15-watt 
bulb. For extra warmth, the 
hawk snuggles up to a warm 
bottle of strained veal. 
P o t e n t i a l 
humanitari­ 
ans should not assume young 
animals a l o n e necessarily 
are orphaned or abandoned, 
Mrs. Evans cautioned. Ani­ 
mals often will not return to 
their young if a human is 
near, she explained. 
Animals often are brought to 
the museum when they simply 
have been left temporarily by 
their parents. Any animal is 
welcome, however, she said.

N o va to Survey Similar T o O ld 


San Rafael S ta ff Opinion Study 


Results 
of 
the 
California 
Teachers Assn.'s staff satisfac­ 
tion survey in Novato schools 
have a familiar ring to one who 
has recently gone over a much 
earlier report on a smiliar sur­ 
vey at San Rafael High School. 
Many of the same criticisms 
of administration and school 
boatel appear in both. 
Teachers both in Novato Uni­ 
fied School District in 1966 and 


at San Rafael High School in 
1961 felt strongly that they were 
not paid as much as their dis­ 
trict could afford, and that the 
salary schedule was unfair. 


THE ITEM on whether the 
school district “ is paying its 
teachers as much as the district 
and now afford"’ showed 80 per 
cent dissatisfied throughout the 
Novato district this year, 86 per 
cent dissatisfied in San Rafael 


High five years ago. 
Similarly, the salary schedule 
was deemed unfair by 62 per 
cent in Novato this year. 65 per 
cent at San Rafael High in ’61. 
Forty-one per cent in Novato 
(42 in San Rafael) said teachers 
had too little role in setting up 
the schedule. 
Tied to this was a feeling — 
though not so widely shared — 
that teachers are considered 
“ hired hands” rather than “ pro­ 
fessional people” by the board. 
This showed up in 32 per cent 
of the Novato answers this year. 
48 per cent at Sari Rafael five 
j years ago. Any score above 30 
I indicates a “ potential problem 
, area,” according to the CTA. 
In both places, a majority of 
teachers felt the board “ more 
concerned 
about 
taxes 
than 
about the educational program” 
—67 per cent this year in No­ 
vato, 53 per cent five years ago 
in San Rafael. 
Sixty-one per cent of Novato's 
teachers felt board policies were 
not adequately made known to 
them, as did 45 per cent of San 


Rafael High teachers five years 
ago. 


T H E ADMINISTRATION 
drew blame in both places. 
Thirty-eight per cent in Novato 
(44 in San Rafael five years 
ago) said they were not kept 
informed of changes that affec­ 
ted their duties. Fourty-four per 
cent in Novato (38 in San Rafael 
five years ago) complained they 
were kept in the dark about 
things they should know-. 
Forty-four per cent of Novato 
teachers (42 per cent of those 
at San Rafael High in ‘61) said 
promises made to teachers were 
not kept by the administration. 
Administration and 
board 
didn't know how to run an effi­ 
cient school system in either dis­ 
trict, according to 50 per cent 
of Novato teachers and 62 per 
cent of the former faculty at 
San Rafael High. 
In-service training for teach­ 
ers was inadequate in the opin­ 
ion of 38 per cent of Novato 
teachers — exactly half the per­ 
centage that complained of the 


same thing five years ago in San 
Rafael. 


Their work on committees was 
ignored in the belief of 44 per 
cent of Novato teachers (67 at 
San Rafael High in ’61). 


NEARLY HALF the teachers 
in both instances did not feel 
confident of a fair hearing by 
the superintendent in case of a 
disagreement with the princi­ 
pal (Novato, 47 per cent; San 
Rafael, 41). 


More than half the Novato 
teachers (55 per cent) felt Supt. 
James G. Bunker “ seems un­ 
concerned about real education­ 
al goals.” The late Supt. Frank 
L. Lucas got this blame from 
just one-third of the San Rafael 
High teachers on the 1961 sur­ 
vey. 


Teachers don’t like their su­ 
pervisors to visit their classes 
—or at least, 30 per cent of 
those in Novato and 35 per cent 
of those formerly at San Rafael 
High said so. 
Just over a third of the Novato 


teachers — 34 per cent — felt 
that “ certain board members 
have a personal axe to grind.” 
Of the San Rafael Board of 
Education of 1961, the same 
complaint was voiced by 29 per 
cent of high school teachers. 


GREATEST complaint by No­ 
vato teachers, aside from pay. 
was about excessive pupil load. 
This scored 71. It was less of a 
problem at San Rafael High in 
"61, but still scored 37. 


Linked were complaints of too 
many clerical tasks (39 per cent 
in Novato, 47 in San Rafael) and 
too many committee meetings 
(Novato, 30; San Rafael High, 
41). 


Equipment 
inadequacy 
was 
complained of by 56 per cent of 
Novato teachers, as it was by 
41 per cent of those at San Ra­ 
fael High five years ago. A 
heavier complaint in Novato 
was about inadequacy of sup­ 
plies, which scored 71 (com­ 
pared to 30 in the San Rafael 
survey). More than half the 


Novato teachers (53 per cent) 
complained they have to spend 
their own money for school 
room supplies. This was no prob­ 
lem in San Rafael, except to 12 
per cent of the high school 
teachers. 
In this year’s survey, 55 per 
cent of the Novato Unified 
School District teachers said 
“ certain things about this dis­ 
trict’s operation need investiga­ 
tion.” 


FIVE YEARS AGO. 62 per 
cent of San Rafael High School 
teachers said the same thing. 
Five years later, the high school 
district got the investigation— 
by a team from the professional 
standards and ethics commis­ 
sion of the CTA.

Kaiser Hospitals Give 


Pay Raise To Nurses 


Pay increases for nurses at all 
Kaiser Foundation hospitals and 
clinics in Northern California, 
including the clinic in San Ra­ 
fael, were announced yesterday. 
An identical pay hike was pro­ 
posed by other Bay Area hos­ 
pitals, but the proposal did not 
appear likely to prevent the 
mass resignation of 1,000 Bay 
Area nurses within two weeks. 
Wage n e g o t i a t i o n s in 
San Francisco broke down yes­ 
terday, and a third of the area’s 
3.000 registered nurses handed 
in resignations which will take 
effect in 14 days, the Associated 
Press reported. 
The Kaiser pay hike, retro­ 
active to Sunday, will mean a 
starting salary of $500 monthly, 
instead of the present $420 to 
$440, and $570 for those with 
five or more years’ tenure, in­ 
stead of the present maximum 
of $510. 
The California Nurses Assn., 
which had asked a scale of $613 
to $782, rejected this plan in a 
statement read to reporters by 
Roy Campbell, CNA negotiator. 
“We regret the employers 


found no basis for negotiations 
of a settlement,” said the CNA 
statement. 
Laurence Corbett, a lawyer 
representing the hospitals, said 
the mass resignations “consti­ 
tute a strike.” He hinted the 
hospitals may seek court injunc­ 
tions “ to restrain them from 
carrying out the mass resigna­ 
tions.” 
Meanwhile, Tom Nicolopulos, 
director of the State Concilia­ 
tion Service, said new negotia­ 
tion talks would be scheduled 
as soon as he gets “assurance 
both sides will attend.” 
Marin nurses were not involv­ 
ed in the San Francisco negoti­ 
ations which collapsed. 
Administrators at the follow­ 
ing hospitals reported resigna­ 
tions: Providence Hospital. Oak­ 
land, 50 of 110 registered nurses; 
Albany Hospital, Albany, 25; 
Mt. Zion, San Francisco, 113, 
and Kaiser Foundation Hospitals 
in Oakland, Richmond, Walnut 
Creek, Hayward, Vallejo and 
Napa, 780. 
Corbett said 
the 
hospitals’ 
proposal would cost each pa­ 


tient about $2 a day and that 
the nurses’ proposal would cost 
$15 a day. 
He suggested the nurses ac­ 
cept the hospital proposal ten­ 
tatively while an advisory com­ 
mittee appointed by Gov. Brown, 
Secretary of Labor Willard Wirtz 
and Secretary of Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare John W. 
Gardner study the problem. 
“The problem or nurses’ sal­ 
aries is recognized as a nation­ 
wide problem,” Corbett said.

WASHINGTON - The “civil 
war” in big labor is expected to 
escalate, not diminish. 


The name-calling battle be­ 
tween George Meany, presi­ 
dent of the AFL-CIO and Wal­ 
ter Reuther, president of the 
United Auto Workers, is only 
the opening skirmish. 


Reuther, who has aspired for 
years to head the labor group, 
is planning to take on Meany 
“ issue by issue” as he deems 
the tim e and the problem ripe. 
Meany tried to brush off the 
impact of the conflict on the 
10-year-old m erger of the AFL 
and CIO, saying “ I don’t think 
there will be any serious ef­ 
fect.” 
But a canvass of most other 
top labor leaders produced no 
one who agreed. Indeed, several 
sawi t as a m ajor stride toward 
splitting the m erger wide open. 
The latest clash erupted when 
the American labor delegation 
walked out of the International 
Labor Organization (ILO) con­ 
ference in Geneva after a com- 
munist-bloc member (Leonard 
Chajn of Poland) was elected 
president. 


Meany, woo had been con­ 
tacted in advance, approved 
the walkout. Reuther. who has 
been urging support for John­ 
son Administration efforts to 
“ build bridges” with the com­ 
munist 
world, 
was 
furious 
and wrote a stinging letter to 
Meany. 


The letter was “leaked” to 
the press before Meany got it, 
which only enraged him further. 
Faced with this direct chal­ 
lenge. 
Meany summoned the 
AFL-CIO executive council to an 
emergency meeting. In a table- 


and was a distinct disservice to 
the AFIXTO ” 
He feels he did labor a good 
service by airing the issue. 
He won a s s u r a n c e from 
Meany that the AFL-CIO did not 
intend to pull out of the ILO. 
The walkout was limited to this 
year’s conference. 
And he won Meany's agree­ 
ment to call a rare special 
three-or four-day meeting of the 
executive council this fall, de­ 
voted entirely to foreign policy. 
Since the m erger, the AFL-CIO 
has had only one such session. 
That one, in September, 1959, 
was over whether labor should 
issue a statem ent denouncing 
the American visit of Nikita 
Khrushchev, then Soviet Pre­ 
mier. 


Reuther-Meany relationships 
were uneasy at best, and high­ 
ly antagonistic at worst, dur­ 
ing the early years of the 
merger. At the 1963 AFL-CIO 
convention, the two had an 
open and serious split over 
filling vacancies on the execu­ 
tive council. 


Reuther backed Ralph Hei­ 
ste d , president of the packing­ 
house 
workers 
and

Meany 
used his muscle to force the 
election of John J. 
Grogan, 
president of the shipbuilders.

Under the proposals, which 
quired to take a summer re?ess 
each year starting on July 31, 
except during declared wars, 
returning in September if neces­ 
sary.

For those familiar with the 
primrose path, some of the 
Loosestrifes 
of the 
primrose 
family have their quaint charm, 
particularly the Purple Loose­ 
strife, 
sometimes 
called 
the 
Killweed. 


COMMON RAMBLER 
Admittedly, the common ram ­ 
bler of Europe, known to horti­ 
culturists as “Thief,” would add 
nothing desirable to the floral 
planting, for Thief is another 
term in horticulture for Sucker. 
But how about some Hood wort, 
sometimes called Maddog Skull­ 
cap? 
Wallflowers might look dra­ 
matic next to some Jacob’s Lad­ 
ders, backed up by a clump of 
Doublefile Viburnum and Kel­ 
vin Floodlight. 
If the clock seems to be get­ 
ting rather crowded, remember 
that these flowers can be ro­ 
tated according to season, al­ 
though some inmates might ap­ 
preciate a few Everlasting flow­ 
ers. And Mums. 
A Century plant might block 
the hands somewhat; but there 
is one sweet-smelling herb that 
simply can’t 
be 
m i s s e d : 
Thyme.

Favorable Reaction To 
'Widened' 4th Street 


Conversion of San Rafael’s Fourth 
Street to parallel parking gives the 
main thoroughfare a clean, spacious 
appearance and a smooth flow of traf­ 
fic. 
The street, formerly cluttered with 
tail fins protruding dangerously into 
the traffic lanes, looks even wider 
than we had imagined ii would. 
First reports from both business­ 
men and the motoring public are in 
general favorable. As in every new 
venture, such as the one-way street 
pattern initiated earlier this year, the 
changeover from angle to parallel 
parking will have its critics. 
We urge them to give the new 
parallel system a chance to iron out 
bugs, if any, and a chance for the pub­ 
lic to become accustomed to the new 
method of parking. We are convincecf 
that in the long run, the advantages 
of a wider street and smoother flow 
of traffic over the cluttered old street 
will become more than evident. 
Due credit should go to the San Ra­ 
fael City Councilmen 
for pushing 
ahead with the conversion, despite 
some loud and persistent objections 
raised by a few merchants and citi­ 
zens. 
The first few days of trial seems to 
confirm the contention of traffic engi­ 
neers that traffic in the center lanes 


can continue moving, while other cars 
are double parked for delivery pur­ 
poses or to back up into the parallel 
parking stalls. 
This wras one of the big arguments 
in the controversy between parallel 
and angle parking. Opponents of the 
new system feared that double-parked 
cars attempting to back into a stall 
would hold up central lane traffic. 
The San Rafael Department of Pub­ 
lic Works and the paving contractor 
should be commended for completing 
the conversion on Saturday night and 
Sunday so that the shoppers would be 
least inconvenienced. 
And motorists too deserve a pat on 
the back for complying with the re­ 
quest for all cars to be off Fourth 
Street after 6 p.m. Saturday. Norris 
M. 
Rawles, 
public works 
director, 
praised the public, merchants and the 
police 
fo r 
excellent 
cooperation. 
Rawles reported that not a single ve­ 
hicle had to be towed away during the 
weekend repaving job. 
We hope the “widened’’ street will 
serve to make the county's business 
center more attractive for customers. 
We trust that those who find technical 
flaws if any in the new system will re­ 
spond with constructive criticism so 
that improvements can be made where 
possible.

SACRAMENTO (CNS)-Just 
what the federal government’s 
Water Pollution Control Ad­ 
ministration hopes to accom­ 
plish, other than what already 
is being accomplished by the 
states of California and Ne­ 
vada in maintaining the clarity 
of Lake Tahoe’s 
water, 
is 
somewhat of a question. 
A wide-area conference on 
the subject was called by the 
secretary of the interior, and 
was attended by both Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown of California 
and Gov. Grant Sawyer of 
Nevada. The conference was 
held in one of the large gam­ 
bling casino hotels at the south 
end of the lake, where several 
previous conferences between 
the 
governors 
have 
taken 
place. 


IT IS NO SECRET they both 
feel that just about every­ 
thing possible is being done 
to “save Lake Tahoe” from 
the onslaughts of population 
and gambling. And while the 
governors, 
both 
Democrats, 
are forced to hail the entry of 
the federal government into 
the act as a blessing of the 
Democratic administration in 
Washington, it is reported they 
have tongue in cheek while so 
doing. 
Governor Sawyer pointed out 
that no sewage is being dump­ 
ed into the lake from the Ne­ 
vada side. 
Governor Brown calls atten­ 
tion to the steps that have been 
taken during the past three 
years to attack and solve the 
pollution problem from sev­ 
eral ditlerent angles. 
Brown says, in addition, he

REGARDLESS of the plan­ 
ning of federal, state, county 
and local agencies, and a pri­ 
vate regional area planning 
committee, the problems at 
Lake Tahoe will never be di­ 
minished so long as the State 
of Nevada permits the plush 
gambling casinos to operate on 
the lakeshore. 
These casinos started the 
extraordinary migration to the 
lake some years ago. The at­ 
traction of easy money has 
acted as a lodestone to a 
public deprived of legalized 
betting in California, and the 
public has reacted by crossing 
the state line into Nevada by 
the millions to thrust money 
over the green-felt tables of 
the sister state. 
The gambling czars of Ne­ 
vada apparently are insatiable 
in their desire for profits. Not 
content with the normal influx 
of Californians, they operate 
bus lines from this state’s ma­ 
jor cities to swell the take. All 
of which contributes to the Ta­ 
hoe basin’s pollution problem. 
There 
is 
little 
possibility 
that Nevada will ban gambling 
in the Tahoe area, and thus 
solve the pollution and the 
transportation problem. Conse­ 
quently, the taxpayers of Cali- 
tornia are being forced to pick 
up the tab for the construction 
ol new roads to provide easy 
access to the casinos, and for 
the erection of facilities to 
handle 
the sewage disposal 
problem.

WASHINGTON - lf H a n o i 
carries out its threats to put 
U. S. prisoners on trial and 
sentence them to death, it 
could have only one conse­ 
quence: To alter the whole 
character of the Viet Nam 
war. 


THE GOAL of the United 
States is to end the aggression 
against South Viet Nam, not 
to destroy the Hanoi govern­ 
ment. 
But if North Viet Nam initi­ 
ates propaganda t r i a l s and 
executions of captured Ameri­ 
can pilots, this goal of the 
United States cannot remain 
the same; it will change to 
reach to destroying the Hanoi 
regime as the only means of 
arresting its hand. 
No warning to Hanoi against 
such a suicidal mistake can 
possibly be too forceful and 
foreboding. 
This is why it is to good 
purpose that 16 Democratic 
"dove” Senators warned North 
Viet Nam that treatment of 
U. S. prisoners as war crimi­ 
nals “ would p r o v o k e the 
gravest reprisals.” 
United N a t i o n s Secretary 
Genera! U Thant said the same 
thing and appealed to Hanoi 
“to exercise restraint.” 
By now Hanoi should have 
no doubt that its planned use 
of U. S. prisoners to divide 
and intimidate the American 
people would have exactly the 
opposite effect it hoped for. 
When 
Sens, 
William 
Ful- 
bright, W’ayne Morse, Frank 
Church, Ernest Gruening. and 
others interrupt their appeals 
to President Johnson to stop 
bombing in the north to appeal 
to Ho Chi Minh for correct 
treatment of American pris­ 
oners. Hanoi need have no 
doubt what the result would be 
if it doesn’t do so. 


ON THIS POINT there is 
little difference between the 


so-called “hawks”—like Sen. 
Richard B. Russell—and the 
so-called “doves”—like Sen. 
George D. Aiken. Sen. Aiken in 
his statement told Hanoi that 
“ the people of the United 
States would be v i r t u a l l y 
unanimous in demanding that 
we go all-out to destroy the 
people responsible by whatever 
means is necessary.” 
A 
similar 
warning came 
from Sen. Russell, chairman 
of the Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, w’ho said frankly that, 
if U. S. prisoners are executed 
as war criminals, the Ameri­ 
can people “ will demand the 
absolute spoliation of North 
Viet Nam.” 
Vice President Hubert Hum­ 
phrey said. “ I can’t think of 
anything more dangerous for 
Hanoi to do.” 


THERE COULD be nothing 
more 
dangerous 
because it 
would force the United States 
to change radically both the 
strategy and the aim of its 
defense of South Viet Nam. 
The strategy of the U. S. is 
to 
employ 
limited 
military 
power to achieve a limited aim 
—to end Hanoi’s aggression 
against South Viet Nam. 
If North Viet Nam proceeds 
to try and execute American 
prisoners, it is hard to see how 
the strategy of the U. S. will 
be other than to lift the limit 
on its use of military power 
and its war aims. 
The United States govern­ 
ment does not want it that 
way. Last weekend Ho Chi 
Minh, spurning all peace over­ 
tures, said that North Viet 
Nam “ will never surrender.” 
The U. S. is not asking North 
Viet Nam to “surrender.” It 
is asking only that North Viet 
Nam leave its neighbors alone. 


BUT “SURRENDER” will 
be the U. S. war aim if Hanoi 
does not step back from th# 
egregious blunder it is talking 
about.

Humphrey Says U.S. 
May Run State Taxes

WASHINGTON-V ic e Presi­ 
dent Hubert M. Humphrey is 
warning of possible new feder­ 
al encroachment into state fi­ 
nancial all airs unless these 
governments start putting their 
tax houses in order. 
The maintenance of inde­ 
pendent tax systems by the 
states is in serious jeopardy, 
he is saying, unless their reve­ 
nue bases are broadened to 
produce money needed for the 
expanding government serv­ 
ices 
e x p e c t e d 
by 
their 
residents. 


IN PRIVATE meetings with 
the governors and state legis­ 
lative leaders, Humphrey cau­ 
tions that the deepening money 
crisis of states and expanding 
federal aid could lead to feder­ 
al intervention unless preven­ 
tive steps are taken now by 
local officials. 
The Vice President even fore­ 
sees that this encroachment, if 
permitted, eventually c o u l d 
lead to the federal govern­ 
ment’s becoming the states* 
tax collector as well as dis­ 
penser of vast sums of aid. 
Illustrative of Humphrey's 
frank warning was his little- 
publicized talk to a group of 
state legislative leaders meet­ 
ing recently in Washington. 
It is public temper that if 
state 
or 
local 
governments 
don’t do the job, the federal 
government should act,” the 
Vice President declared. “ In 
just the last year we have 
seen the federal government 
become 
involved, 
or 
begin 
t h i n k i n g of involvement, in 
areas 
in which, until now, 
states have exercised relative­ 
ly unlimited autonomy.” 
Humphrey ticked off these 
areas of federal intrusion as:

“ Pressured by neglect or 
abuse in a handful of states,” 
continued the Vice President, 
“ the federal government in 
1965 entered three of these 
previously reserved fields In 
substantial 
manner, 
through 
the Voting Rights Act, the 
Elementary a n d 
Secondary 
Education Act, and the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Act.” 


“THE 
FEDERAL 
govern­ 
ment will enter the fourth of 
these p r e v i o u s l y reserved 
fields—the maintenance of in­ 
dependent tax system—unless 
the states act to improve and 
broaden their tax bases.” 
” While this administration 
has no view to set before you 
at this time,” he reported, “ I 
would suggest that you might 
take another look at the in­ 
come tax, which most tax 
people agree is the fairest of 
all taxes, because it is based 
on ability to pay.” 


I here are other impressive 
considerations for Humphrey * 
advocating that states consider 
adopting the income tax for 
new and additional revenue. 


IHE SALES IAX levy, one 
ol the cornerstones of state 
government, is r e a c h i n g a 
saturation point. 
A Treasury 
report 
show* 
that nearly 95 per cent of the 
nation wit! soon be paying 
state sales taxes. In less than 
a year Idaho, Massachusetts 
New Jersey, New York and 
\ irginia have joined the mush­ 
rooming 
sales 
tax 
parade 
When Virginia’s law becomes 
effective September J, sales 
taxes will be collected by 42 
states 
and 
the 
District 
of 
Columbia. 
Only Alaska. Delaware, Min­ 
nesota, 
Montana, 
Nebraska, 
New Hampshire. Oregon and 
\erm ont currently do not tax 
sales. 
Revenues from these 
taxes soared to $6.7 billion in 
liscal 1965, a jump of 10.3 per 
cent from the previous year. 
I otal sales tax revenue—ac­ 
counting for more than 25 per 
cent of the overall state tax 
take—again showed an increase 
in every state imposing thm 
levy, as it did in fiscal 1964.

Rev. King Debate Keeps Mail 


Pouring In Throughout Summer 


The dog days used to bring 
a seasonable drop in a com­ 
m entator’s mail; friends and 
foes alike gave up throwing 
garlands or brickbats at the 
columnist in favor of sipping 
a long, cool drink. 


BUT THAT was before the 
advent of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, that non-shrinking violet 
who makes headlines all year 
long but seems to come into 
full bloom during the summer. 
Any reference to his activities 
appreciably lessens the postal 
deficit and makes the mailman 
suspect your friends are send­ 
ing Christmas greetings un­ 
usually early. 
Not ail of the letters, how­ 
ever, are in the Yuletide spirit. 
Au contraire. Some accuse me 
of being both anti-Negro and 
anti-religious for not taking the 
Reverend at his declared face 
value, which I deem highly 
inflated. 
And, almost invari­ 
ably, the dissenters wind up 
with what they regard as the 
clincher, “ Who are you 
to 
criticize a Nobel Peace Prize 
winner?” 
Well, it so happens that i 
was considering neither Dr. 
King’s skin nor his Baptist 
religion when I criticized his 
tactics. After all, I have shot 
my arrows at the all-white Ku 
Klux Klan, the Chinese Mao 
Tze-tung. the Indian Krishna- 
menon and the Indonesian Su­ 
karno; not to mention Bobby 
Kennedy, various rabbis and 
Protestant ministers who used 
their pulpits for political pro­ 
nouncements, 
and 
atheists 
who claimed their rights were 
tram pled on by any reference 
to God. 


I DO NOT think the bestow­ 
al of an award—any award— 
confers the mantle of infallibil­ 
ity on the recipient and ren­ 
ders him immune from discus­ 
sions of his public conduct. 
The Nobel Peace Prize, the 
Stalin Peace Prize and even 
the coveted Hollywood Oscar 
represent 
the 
judgments 
of 
human beings, who are, alas, 
fallible. And here I reserve 
the right to disagree. 
When 
Linus 
Pauling 
re­ 
ceives a Nobel prize for his 
significant contributions to our 
understanding of protein struc­ 
ture. 
I 
am 
fully 
prepared 
to cheer for this tribute to 
his 
scientific 
achievement, 
acknowledged by a group of 
experts in the field. 
But when he gets the Nobel 
Peace Prize, I have a right 
ta 
say, 
“ What’s 
going 
on 
here?” 
When Teddy Roose­ 
velt won that same prize in 
1905, there was irrefutable evi­ 
dence to justify it—his negotia­ 


tions 
in ending 
the Russo- 
Japanese War. But what did 
Pauling ever do? If the award 
is to be given for just saying 
war is bad, pass it around to 
all of us. 


I FELT tile same way when 
Dr. King won his prize, indeed. 
I wondered out loud if the 
choice hadn’t been engineered 
by Gunnar Myrdal, die Swed­ 
ish sociologist who, outside of 
the Supreme Court, is known 
to Americans mainly for en­ 
dorsing the policies—if that’s 
what they are—of SANE. 
That comment brought im­ 
mediate reaction from a read­ 
er of Swedish origin. Some­ 
what acidulously, she inform­ 
ed me that, though the Nobel 
awards in physics, chemistry, 
medicine and literature are 
made by Swedish committees, 
the peace prize is under the 
jurisdiction of the Storting — 
the legislative body of Norway. 
I 
usually 
take 
an 
acute 
riposte 
with 
bad 
grace — 
nobody likes his ignorance ex­ 
posed—but this one left no 
scar tissue on my psyche. In­ 
deed I immediately called my 
daughter in New' York to pass 
the glad tidings on. You see 
she is m arried to a fellow borr 
in Sweden, and I didn’t want 
her ridden bv a guilt-complex 
Now I don’t ask the Storting 
to revoke King’s award — I 
don’t know what he’d do with­ 
out it, for he manages to drag 
it in on every interview — but 
I 
wish the Norwegian 
lads 
would watch what’s been hap­ 
pening here and try to be a 
little 
more 
careful 
in 
the 
future. 


AFTER ALL, we did have a 
“Typhoid M ary” case some 
decades ago. The lady was 
doubtless pure of heart, as Dr. 
King is, but she wrought havoc 
wherever she went. A cook, 
she was a carrier of typhoid, 
and. though herself immune, 
she brought the dread disease 
to all she came in contact 
with. Finally, the authorities 
caught up with her and for­ 
bade her from following her 
chosen profession. 
And, 
however 
noble 
Dr. 
King’s intentions, it is a sad 
fact that wherever he goes on 
a non-violent mission, violent 
rioting and bloodshed inevita­ 
bly follow: The record is clear 
from Selma to now in Chi­ 
cago. 
Maybe the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
ought to look into the case 
and see the good doctor isn t 
allowed to cook up anything 
more 
for 
us. 
Enough 
is 
enough. 


bombers to sit on the grocery’s 
barren shelves, exotic import, 
taking all of 40 points from 
that ubiquitous ration book. 


FOR ME, blackberries and 
World War II are interwoven 
into a tapestry of childhood. 
There were two children in 
our family when the war be­ 
gan in 1939, four by the time 
it ended, and while no-one in 
war-time Britain actually went 
hungry, we did miss all the 
sweets and goodies children 
love. 
My mother, with the inge­ 
nuity of a true Cockney, soon 
found all kinds of ways to 
beat the rationing. We lived 
in the suburbs, 17 miles from 
Buckingham 
Palace, and 
a 
dairy farm half a mile away- 
started her off hunting na­ 
ture’s bounty. Remember this 
was all new. Cockneys are 
many things, all of them m ag­ 
nificent, but they’re not nature 
lovers. 


WE STARTED with mush­ 
rooming, getting up at dawn 
and tramping through the cow- 
pastures, our feet wet with 
dew. our little legs stumbling 
over the ruts — fairly secure 
because the nighttime raids 
were over and the daytime 
ones not yet started. Tile gar­ 
den, of course, was cram m ed 
with 
vegetables, 
our 
V-for- 
Victory garden. 
One year, I rem em ber, we 
even picked elderberries and 
sloes for wine. We didn’t get 
going on the blackberries until 
1941, because 
in 
1949 we 
couldn’t do much picking. The 
Battle of Britain raged in the 
skies overhead, we lived and 
slept outside in the shelter, 
(where in October Mum gave 
birth to our baby sister on the 
night an oil bomb set fire to 
the bakery next door.) 
But next year we discovered 
blackberries. We began with 
the 
farm ’s 
hedgerows, 
and 
then someone, in some queue, 
somewhere, 
told 
Mum 
that 
Runnymede was a good place 
for blackberries. 


RUNNYMEDE, serene m ea­ 
dow 
by the 
Thames, 
may 
mean the historic site of the 
signing of the Magna Carta to 
you. To me it means black­ 
berries. 
We picked blackberries at 
Runnymede on autumn week­ 
ends right through the war. 


Riding an interminable suc­ 
cession of b u s e s , we’d go 
armed with baskets and empty 
jam jars and walking sticks 
(if you’ve ever picked black­ 
berries you know a walking 
stick is indispensable for pull­ 
ing down those prickly branch­ 
es). 
I suppose we ate more than 
we put in the jars. The glossy 
black fruit, fragrant and juicy, 
tasted like nectar to us. We’d 
ride home on the buses, sticky, 
dirty, purple from head to foot. 
Later we’d hover like bees in 
the kitchen as Mum cooked 
jam , waiting for “ tasters.” 
So th at’s why 
the 
Perry 
children went blackberrying in 
Marin Saturday. They picked 
and tasted, and cam e home 
just as purple and sticky as 
I used to, but I doubt that the 
pleasure was intense. 


BY THE WAY, I revisited 
Runnymede earlier this year. I 
It’s still serene. The black­ 
berry 
brambles 
looked 
as I 
abundant on the surrounding 
slopes. The only new thing is 
Britain’s simple stone mem­ 
orial to John F. Kennedy. I 
couldn’t think of a lovelier site.

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CONSjmjTION CHANGES 
Legislators Proffer 
New Code Of Ethics 


(First in a series on the 
major revision of the Cali­ 
fornia state constitution which 
will be on the November elec­ 
tion ballot, as recently ap­ 
proved by the legislature.)

SACRAMENTO (CNS) - They 
said it would be a cold day in 
July when the California legis­ 
lature adopted statutes which 
would 
restrict 
the 
m em bers’ 
outside business activities and 
would prohibit them from voting 
on legislation which might ben­ 
efit their particular business or 
profession. 


But, after a long, hot spring, 
the weather turned cold in 
Sacramento in July and. on 
the last day of the 1966 mara­ 
thon session, a tough conflict 
of interest bill was approved 
by the lawmakers. 


The bill doesn’t take effect 
on its own. It s tied in with a 
massive revision of the state 
constitution. This revision will 
be on the November election 
ballot for the approval of the 
voters and, without such approv­ 
al. the legislature's conflict of 
interest bill won’t take effect. 


The constitution revision is 
made possible with an amend­ 
ment to the constitution ap­ 
proved by the voters several 
years ago. This amendment pro­ 
vided that whole sections of the 
constitution could be revised in 
one fell swoop, rather than by 
piece-meal 
amendment 
each 


two years. 
This amendment also provided 
for the appointment of a consti­ 
tutional 
revision 
commission. 
Such a commission was appoint­ 
ed and has served long and en­ 
thusiastically in proposing the 
first changes. These changes 
deal with approximately one- 
third of the state constitution — 
a document, incidentally, which 
is one of the longest in the 
world. 
The proposed changes woulc 
provide for annual sessions of 
the California legislature; would 
permit the legislature to set its 
own salaries; perm it reorgani­ 
zation of the executive branch 
of government; and require at 
least IO years admission to prac­ 
tice of law as a requirement for 
any judge of the superior court 
or a higher court, to mention 
some of the changes. 
The majority of the legisla­ 
tors have felt for the last IO 
years at least that the body 
should meet in regular session 
each year. At present, a regu­ 
lar session is held in the odd- 
numbered years, of about six- 
months’ duration. 
In the even-numbered years, 
such as 
1966, the legislature 
meets in a 30-day budget ses­ 
sion but the governor may call 
a special session. This special 
session is practically a certain­ 
ty these days and the big dif­ 
ference is that the legislature 
may consider only the subjects 
which the governor places be­ 
fore it. 
While such subjects are sup­ 


posed to be only of an emer­ 
gency nature, there is no le­ 
gal restriction. This year, the 
emergency subjects numbered 
68 and included such things as 
a drunk driving ball, smog 
control, 
the 
relationship of 
California - based corporations 
with those from out of state, 
and rapid transit for South­ 
ern California. 


There never was much dis­ 
pute in the legislature whether 
the annual sessions should be 
provided. The lawmakers also 
generally agreed that, if the 
work was to be increased, the 
salary should be increased from 
the present $6,000 level. 
So the constitutional revision 
would permit the lawmakers to 
set their own salary. 
The legislators felt the people 
would be somewhat skeptical 
about granting them the power 
to set their own pay unless 
there was some indication 
just how high this might go 
As a result, they enacted a sta 
tute which would boost the sal 
ary to $16,000 a year, effective 
in 1967. 
The lawmakes also theorized 
that the people would not be 
favorable to granting them the 
power to set their own salaries 
unless they had an assurance 
that so-called fringe benefits 
would be kept at a reasonable 
level and that the public coulc 
expect nearly full-time service

from the legislature. In addition, 
most felt that the public would 
insist 
that 
legislators 
divest 
themselves generally of outside 
sources of income which might 
benefit from their position as 
members of the law-m aking 
body. 


Thus the big pay-raise — 
conflict-of-interest bill came 
into being. It was approved 
on the final day of the 1966 
session but will not take ef­ 
fect unless the people approve 
the wholesale revision of the 
constitution. 


This means that the voters 
in November will be asked to 
mark their ballots on some rev­ 
olutionary changes in the way 
the state legislature operates. 
They will be asked to do this 


with the assurance, in the way 
of the bill just approved, that 
there will be limits on the 
amount of salary and tighten­ 
ing of conflict of interest provi­ 
sions. 
Under this system of consti­ 
tutional revision, rather than 
constitutional amendment, it all 
will be delivered to the voters 
in one package — with one vote 
of “ yes” or “ no” indicated. 
Voters who might favor the 
annual sessions, but not the pay 
raise, 
must make 
a choice. 
Those who would favor other 
reforms included, such as the 
additional practicing experience 
for judges, must decide if they 
would accept the annual ses­ 
sions of the legislature and the 
salary increase. 


Even though the constitu­ 


tional revision package was 
approved by a big vote in both 
houses of the legislature on 
the final day of the 1966 meet­ 
ing, there is considerable doubt 
wheher the program can be 
sold to the public by Nov. 8.

He told the district board that 
184 first graders scored 2.0 on a 
standard achievement test given 
at the end of last semester.
